Oct. 18.— Ok­ 
lahoma's new venereal disease law 
prohibits the sale, or barter or of­ 
fer for sale, of “quack” remedies, 
heretofore extensively advertised to 
cure all cases of venereal diseases 
and blood poison. Such nostrums as 
“Knoxit,” and “Big G,” and Pabst's 
Specific,” are barred under the law, 
and druggists and other tradesmen 
are liable to heavy fines to traffic 
in these well known frauds upon the 
public, and which are extensively 
advertised in toilets of billiard halls 
and similar places. This is one step 
in aid of the work of the U. S. Pub­ 
lic Health Service operating under 
the direction of Dr. John C. M&hr, 
to stamp out and bring under con­ 
trol venereal diseases in Oklahoma. 
It has long been known to the med­ 
ical profession that such “remedies” 


and kindred quack nostrums for self- 
treatment were frauds of the first 
magnitude.

Section 6 of Senate Bill No. 43] 
reads as follows, and is here given!
